The Museum announces that a trustee who wishes to remain anonymous has just presented 
to the Museum Collection the most important group of oil paintings acquired since the bequest 
of the Lillie P. Bliss Collection seven years ago. Three of the greatest living painters, Matisse, 
Rouault and Bonnard, are represented by works of marked distinction. There are also excellent 
pictures by the Americans Edward Hopper, John Kane and Louis Eilshemius, the Mexican 
Siqueiros and the Frenchman Dunoyer de Segonzac. 

This gift is particularly welcome for it helps to fill two serious omissions in the Museum’s 
collection. The Museum has owned no Rouault comparable to the Christ Mocked by Soldiers 
nor has Bonnard been represented by a canvas approaching The Breakfast Room in size and 
quality. 

These paintings, some of which have already been seen by members in their clubroom 


gallery, will be placed on public view on May 6th together with a number of other important 





works previously presented to the Museum by the same donor. Later they will take their 
places in the galleries which have now been set aside for the Museum Collection. May their 


company increase!

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IVA Architecture and 
Design. 


The TVA exhibition, current at the Museum until 
June 8, shows that a huge Government project can 
produce fine architecture, a gratifying truth we 
often forget when looking at much of the recent work 
for housing, park service or, more recently, defense. 
Photographs, diagrams and five models illustrate 
the consistently high level of design in the hundreds 
of TVA structures: power plants, recreation parks, 
control buildings, employee housing, observation 
towers and the ten great dams. 

The exhibition was prepared by the Tennessee 
Valley Authority in collaboration with the Museum 
of Modern Art. Material was chosen to emphasize 
the distinguished and imaginative design which has 
resulted from a close cooperation of architect and 
engineer, showing a mutual understanding of each 
other’s skill unmatched since the great utilitarian 
building campaigns of Imperial Rome. 

In addition to the emphasis on the high architec- 
tural quality of this government project, the exhi- 
bition demonstrates the immediate importance of 
TVA to national defense and its interest as a newly 
created vacation land.

BRITAIN AT WAR: Designed to show the wartime 
roles England assigns to her artists and designers, 
this exhibition will be composed of oils, watercolors, 
drawings, prints, posters, cartoons, films, photo- 
graphs, architecture and camouflage of the present 
war as well as work of British artists during the first 
World War. The exhibition will be opened formally 
by Lord Halifax at the Members’ preview on May 
22. It will open to the public on May 23 and will 
remain on view throughout the summer. 


SYMPOSIUM: 


The Artists’ Coordinating Committee, representing 
14 artist organizations in New York City, will 
present a symposium at the Museum of Modern Art 
on Thursday, May 15, at 8 o’clock, on the following 
topics: 

1. An Art Center for the City of New York 

2. Government Art Projects 

3. Inter-American Cultural Relations in the 

Field of Art

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COMPETITION FOR NATIONAL DE- 
FENSE POSTERS: 


The Department of Industrial Design announces the 
opening of a competition for Posters for National 
Defense. Prizes totalling $2,000 are being offered. 
The Museum feels that in a time of national emer- 
gency the artists of a country are as important an 
asset as are men skilled in other fields, and that the 
nation’s first-rate talent should be utilized by the 
government for its official design work. This compe- 
tition is being held to discover the best poster 
designers in the country and to interest the govern- 
ment in making use of their talents. Discussions 
have been held with officials of the Army and the 
Treasury who have expressed remarkable enthusi- 
asm, and there is great hope that the winning designs 
may actually be used and that the designers may 
receive further commissions for government work. 

The competition is divided into two categories: 

U. S. Army Air Corps. 
National Defense Savings Bonds and Stamps. 

Competitors may enter in one or both groups, 
each of which offers a first prize of $500 with $500 
more to be awarded as the jury may decide. The jury 
will be composed of the directors and curators of the 
Museum. Entries are due the middle of June. Pro- 
grams and full information may be had by writing 
to Eliot F. Noyes, Department of Industrial Design, 
Museum of Modern Art, 11 West 53rd Street, New 
York City.

COFFEE CONCERTS: A series of concerts has been 
arranged by Louise Crane and the Music Committee 
for six successive Wednesday evenings beginning 
April 30.

Panorama and Concert Swing. Price: $1.50 for single 
admissions, $7.50 for the series of six; 20% discount 
to Museum members, to whom announcements have 
already been sent. 


CHAMBER MUSIC: The United States Section of 
the International Society for Contemporary Music 
will present a program of contemporary chamber 
music in the auditorium of the Museum on May 23rd 
at 8:30. The composers whose work will be presented 
are: Edward T. Cone, Silvestre Revueltas, Russell G. 
Harris, Contreras, Paul Nordoff, Emil Koehler, and 
Juan Paz. 
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RECORDS OF BRAZILIAN MUSIC: The album of 
five records recorded by RCA Victor from the music 
presented in the Festival of Brazilian Music has just 
been published and is on sale at the Museum. These 
records include: Bachiana Brasileira No. 1; Nonetto 
for Chamber Orchestra and Chorus; Cancao Do 
Carreiro, and Quatuor for Harp, Celesta, Flute, 
Saxophone and Women’s Voices; all composed by 
Heitor Villa-Lobos. Participating artists: Burle Marx, 
conductor, Hugh Ross and the Schola Cantorum, the 
Brazilian Festival Quartet and Elsie Houston, so- 
prano. The price of the album is $5.50. Museum 
members are allowed the usual 25% discount.

BRITAIN AT WAR: a catalog of the exhibition to 
open on May 23, will contain text by T. S. Eliot, 
Herbert Read, E. J. Carter and others. Edited by 
Monroe Wheeler, the book will contain sections on 
paintings, photographs, camouflage, posters and car- 
toons. 96 pages, color frontispiece and many photo- 
graphs. $1.25, boards. Sent free to all those whose 
membership entitles them to receive publications. 


TVA ARCHITECTURE AND DESIGN: Two booklets 
will be on sale at the Museum in connection with the 
exhibition. TVA PROGRAM in Text and Pictures 
from The Architectural Forum (44 pages, 35 cents) 
describes by means of photographs, diagrams and 
text the huge program of the TVA and its accom- 
plishments up to 1939. TVA ARCHITECTURE as 
Shown at the Museum of Modern Art (28 pages, 35 
cents) contains a profusely illustrated article ““Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority—A New Phase in Architec- 
ture” by Frederick A. Gutheim and two folios of 
photographs of TVA work, all reprinted from The 
Magazine of Art.

MEMBERSHIP: 

A gift of a year’s membership in the Museum is a 
particularly suitable graduation present. All mem- 
berships taken out in May, June, July, and August 
this year will be dated October 1 although member- 
ship privileges will begin immediately. A member- 
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ship at this time will therefore furnish considerably 
more than a year of use of the Museum’s resources. 


FILMS: 


Two Chaplin programs consisting of four Mutual 
Comedies each have been withdrawn from the present 
motion picture series, Forty Years of American Film 
Comedy, Part II. These two programs have been 
replaced with two other Chaplin programs, one com- 
posed of five Keystone Comedies (1914); Making a 
Living, His New Profession, Getting Acquainted, The 
Knock-Out, The Rounders; the other of four Essanay 
Comedies (1915): The Tramp, A Woman, The Bank, 
Police. The Keystone Comedy program will be shown 
on May 5 and 16; the Essanay films on May 6 and 
17. 

In conjunction with the opening of the exhibition 
Britain at War, the Film Library will institute a 
program of 15 recent documentary films from Eng- 
land under the general title of Films of Britain at 
War. The series will start on May 20, three days 
prior to the public opening of the exhibition. 

The first annual exhibition of motion picture still 
photographs from the Hollywood studios, organized 
by the Motion Picture Academy of Arts and Sciences 
and held during April at the Academy’s building in 
Hollywood, will be shown in the Museum Auditorium 
Gallery early in May. Consisting of portrait studies, 
production stills, action portraits, fashion stills and 
“novelty” pictures, the exhibition represents the 
work of free lancers as well as of studio photographers.
